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Electors To V ote On Fire Levy 


Judging from the action of city council last night, when the 
first step was taken toward the enactment of the necessary legis­ 
lation, East Liverpool electors will he given an opportunity to pass 
judgment at the November 8 balloting on the question of increas­ 
ing the strength of the fire department. 
By a vote of 5 to 2, the solons placed on first reading a reso­ 
lution which provides for the submission of a proposed one-rnill 
levy to the electorate. Solicitor Hoover ruled that three readings 
were necessary, and a motion to suspend the state law and rules 
requiring three separate and distinct readings was defeated. Thus 
another meeting will be held tonight, while a third session is cer­ 
tain unless the suspension motion is approved. 
Councilmen Hayes, Hughes, Goodballet, Kelly and Poole 
supported the resolution on first reading, while Solons Farrall and 
Kommel voted against it. 
As solons were advised, the National Fire Underwriters have 
decreed that East Liverpool’s fire fighting force is undermanned, 
and property owners face higher fire insurance costs unless the 
department’s personnel is increased from 13 to 28 men. 
Council's action is a move in the right direction.

W heeler And Prohibition 


There is no question that for many years Wayne B. Wheeler 
has been the head and front of the prohibition movement in 
America. But for all that, he has not been the prohibition move­ 
ment. The movement is far greater than any individual, even a 
man of Mr. Wheeler’s remarkable energy and efficiency along his 
chosen line. 
There may not be any “successor” to Mr. Wheeler in sight 
Perhaps it is not necessary that there should be. Every leader 
has his own way of leading. In this free country of ours, a public 
situation usually brings forth its own leader, suited to the need of 
the time. 
It is felt by millions of ardent prohibitionists that in his labors 
to bring about federal prohibition, shape enforcement policies and 
influence the selection of enforcement officers Wheeler performed 
a great public service. And prohibition is here to stay. 
It could hardly have been Wayne B. Wheeler’s desire that 
prohibition during these last few years should seem to center so 
largely in him. He was not e dictator, though his enemies labored 
to represent him in that light. He has simply a hard, earnest, 
conscientious, good-natured worker in a cause he believed in. 
There is enough vitality in the dry movement to survive the 
loss of Wheeler. 


Seats On ’Change 


The latest sale of a seat on the New York Stock Exchange 
!g one of the impressive signs of the times. Twenty-eight years 
ago Walter L. Ross, a brother of the famous Charley Ross who 
was kidnaped in his infancy and never seen again, paid $29,000 
for a seat. The other day he sold that seat for .$226,000, a record 
price. 
It shows a nice profit, especially when you consider that the 
seat doubtless paid its way well during these intervening years. 
The value placed on the mere right to buy and sell securities on 
the floor of the Stock Exchange, as one of several hundred enjoy­ 
ing that monopoly, indicates as well as anything could the vast 
scope attained by the stock-broking business. 
It is an index, too, to the development of industries which are 
represented by the securities bought and sold. The growth in 
value of those seats tells the story of a great nation’s industrial 
and commercial development and its present unparalleled pros­ 
perity. 


Gary’s Financial Advice 


This extract from the will of Judge Gary, recent head of the 
United States Steel Corporation, though intended merely as ad­ 
vice to his own family, might be regarded as a bequest to the 
American people: 
“I earnestly request my wife and children and descendants 
that they steadfastly decline to sign any bonds or obligations of 
any kind as surety for any other persons; that they refrain from 
anticipating their income in any respect; that they refuse to make 
any loans except on the basis of first-class, well-known securi­ 
ties, and that they invariably decline to invest in any untried or 
doubtful securities or property or enterprise or business. 
“They should reject any representations or opinions of others 
if involved in any doubt. 
They will be approached frequently 
with suggestions for investments that are not entitled to be re­ 
lied upon from a business standpoint.” 
There are times when a financial proposal cannot be judged or 
acted on purely from "a business standpoint,’’ but such cases are 
rare with most people. This is very good advice for Americans 
individually and collectively. It is a good thing to paste in one’s 
bank book.

Great Britain is much worried about 
the American price level. 
H er states­

generally held in England is that if 
American prices

There is much talk in England now 
about w hat should be done to control 
prices and attention has been turned 
on our own Federal Reserve System 
and the efforts which have been mode 
to amend the Federal Reserve act. The 
bill 
Introduced 
by 
R epresentative 
Strong of Kansas is the center of con­ 
troversy. 
It would empower the Fed­ 
eral Reserve 
Board 
to 
m anipulate 
rates of discount with a view to sta­ 
bilizing prices on a level regarded as 
best adapted to the general prosperity 
of the country. 
Price-fixing has been recognized for 
many centuries 
as 
harboring many 
dangers to the body politic. 
In 
the 
early days of Greece and Rome pri­ 
ces 
were 
fixed by the governm ent 
with alm ost tragic results. In our own 
country during the w ar prices of coal, 
wheat, sugar, silver, and several other 
commodities were fixed by the govern- j 
ment. 
The story of the fixing of the price 
of silver is nothing short of amusing. 
A silver dollar ordinarily does not con­ 
tain anything like a dollar’s worth of 
silver. 
Before the w ar an ounce of 
silver was purchased by the m int for 
coinage for less than 50 cents. When 
the war came on, the wages of labor 
and the cost of mining m aterial rose 
to such an extent th at the price of sil­ 
ver mounted day by day. 
Finally, the 
price rose to a point above the curren­ 
cy value of the dollar. 
The last pur­ 
chase the m int made, before the price 
w as fixed, was $1.26 for the requisite 
am ount of silver to make a dollar.

Great Britain and other European 
countries are very seriously consider­ 
ing the dethronem eni cf gold. Profe* 
sor Irving Fisher has been talking and 
writing about it tor about two decades 
and now, it appears, many 
eminent 
people are listening to him, He casts 
aside ail the age-old beliefs which peo­ 
ple have entertained and declare1 that 
gold is not much more stable than 
silver. 
He bases his theory on the pnrchns 
ing power and shows, with much veri­ 
similitude, that a gold dollar will not 
buy as much today as It did yester­ 
day and tomorrow may buy considera­ 
bly more. 
He w ants to establish 
a 
system whereby the value of gold — 
itself so long regarded as the supreme 
yardstick of value—shall be regulated. 
The s< heme which Professor Fisher 
advances and which Is being so seri­ 
ously considered in England has to do 
with the regulation of credit. 
Credit Is what m akes the world go 
round more than gold, according to 
the best economists and philosophers.
